Comment's. 


1  am  concerned  that  the  public  representatives  should  know  as  much  as  possible  about  the 
Divisional  Health  Scheme  of  the  County  Council,  although  they  have  no  direct  responsibility  for  it 
at  the  present  time.  1  have  made  a  habit  of  giving  them  monthly  reports  at  Committee  meetings 
upon  the  progress  of  the  scheme  and  have  included  a  section  at  the  end  of  this  report  upon  the  year’s 
work.  These  notes  will  again  mention  County  services  with  the  main  intention  that  the  interests  of 
the  Kiveton  district  may  not  be  overlooked  in  an  immense  County  with  one-and-a-half  million 
people. 


The  infant  death-rate  of  28  per  thousand  births  in  1952  was  a  great  source  of  satisfaction. 


The  records  have  continued  to  show  persistent  progress  each  year  in  infant  care. 


Only  32  per  cent,  of  births  took  place  in  institutions,  which  was  a  low  proportion  compared 
with  districts  where  maternity  beds  were  amply  provided. 

The  number  of  women  who  had  analgesics  at  their  home  confinements  was  another  low  per¬ 
centage.  Forty -one  per  cent,  had  pethidine  and  12  per  cent,  gas  and  air. 


Even  the  Anti- Vaccination  League  must  have  been  pleased  with  the  small  number  of  children 
vaccinated  in  infancy.  This  was  only  6  per  cent,  of  births  in  1952.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  risk 
of  smallpox  was  roughly  at  the  same  low  level. 

Two  steps  forward  were  made  in  Dinnington  where  a  Group  Training  Class  for  Mental 
Defectives  and  a  Speech  Training  Class  were  started.  A  School  Dentist  in  the  area  would  give  me 
still  greater  pleasure. 

The  Council  was  most  encouraging  when  recommendations  were  put  forward  by  me  for  the 
re- housing  of  tuberculous  patients  living  in  lodgings  or  under  overcrowded  conditions.  Their  action 
in  providing  new  houses  should  help  to  prevent  some  of  the  tragedies  which  are  liable  to  occur 
to  young  children  when  they  live  in  these  types  of  homes. 

The  Council’s  greatest  interest  is  always  in  the  building  of  new  houses  and  it  must  be  pleasing 
for  them  to  know  that  the  number  of  persons  per  house,  which  was  3-7  in  1938,  fell  to  3-5  in  1946 
and  was  down  to  3-3  in  1952.  This  was  due  almost  entirely  to  the  Council’s  extensive  building  pro¬ 
gramme.  On  this  estimate  the  district  is  more  favourably  placed  for  housing  than  adjoining  County 
areas. 


The  extensions  in  the  water  and  sewerage  services  were  mentioned  in  a  previous  annual 

report. 


The  material  progress  made  in  the  past  two  years  was  most  substantial  and  it  was  more  than 
was  ever  possible  in  the  previous  history  of  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District.

Population. 

The  estimated  mid.  1952  total  was  17,590,  an  increase  of  40  over  the  mid.  1951  total,  but 
71  less  than  the  1951  census  figure. 

Live  Births. 

After  adjustment  for  transfers  the  total  live  births  allocated  to  Kiveton  Park  was  314, 
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This  gave  a  crude  birth-rate  of  17-8  per  thousand  population  and  a  comparable  rate  of  18-3 
per  thousand.  The  comparable  rale  for  England  and  Wales  was  15-3  per  thousand. 

Of  the  314  births,  15  were  illegitimate — a  reduction  of  3  on  1951.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


Water  Supply. 

The  quality  of  the  supplies  from  Sheffield  Corporation,  Worksop  Borough  and  Worksop 
R.D.C.  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  storage  reservoir  at  Harthill  was  almost  completed.  Two  of 
the  four  storage  units,  each  of  a  capacity  of  250,090  gallons  were  put  into  commission  by  the  year 
end.  The  water  was  sampled  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  before  it  was  circulated  in  the  district’s 
water  mains.  During  the  year  19  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion.  Six  of  the  samples  were  taken  from  mains  supply  and  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  Other  samples 
v/ere  taken  from  well,  stream  and  spring  supplies  and  of  these  11  were  reported  as  being  unsatis¬ 
factory.  These  samples  were  taken  from  Netherthorpe,  Brancliffe  Grange,  Shireoaks  and  Langold 
Farm  and  Cottages,  Letwell.  As  a  result  of  the  heavy  pollution  of  the  supplies  at  these  properties, 
the  Council  decided  to  make  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  under 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  for  a  grant  towards  a  Water  Improvement 
Scheme. 

Eight  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  lead.  One 
of  these  samples  showed  a  slight  lead  content. 


Sewerage. 

In  the  parish  of  Woodsetts  65  houses  had  existing  closets  converted  into  water  closets, 
following  the  completion  of  sewer  improvements  in  this  parish.  Similar  work  was  carried  out  in  the 
parish  of  Todwick,  where  the  Council  converted  three  closets  into  water  closets.  The  major  portion 
of  the  village,  with  the  exception  of  Goosecarr  Lane,  is  now  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

Efforts  were  made  to  persuade  owners  in  the  district  to  convert  pail  closets  and  privy  mid¬ 
dens  into  water  closets  draining  to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks.  This  was  successful  in  the  case  of  two 
properties  at  Throapham,  but  work  had  not  commenced  before  the  year  end. 


Food. 


(a)  Meat.  There  is  no  public  abattoir  in  the  district  and  private  slaughterhouses  are  used 
only  for  the  slaughter  of  cottagers’  pigs.  During  the  year  154  pig  carcases  were  examined. 

The  21  butchers’  shops  were  visited  regularly  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  generally  satis¬ 
factory. 

(b)  Milk.  The  number  of  milk  sellers  on  the  register  was  16.  No  action  was  necessary 
under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

(c)  Ice  Cream.  Three  premises  were  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  28 
for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  storage  of  ice  cream  intended  for  sale.

Group  Training  Classes  are  now  under  discussion,  the  aim  being  to  provide  facilities  for 
selected  mental  defective  cases  to  receive  instruction  in  various  occupations.  These  classes  will  be 
held  as  near  as  possible  to  the  groups  requiring  the  service,  but  travel  may  be  necessary  and  travel 
vouchers  will  be  issued  to  necessitous  cases  to  enable  them  to  attend.  The  voucher  covers  the  cost 
of  fares  for  patient  and  guide.
